The w rit was obtained by T haw ’s 
law yers as a weapon against W illiam

should essay forcibly to get Thaw 
cross the New' York border. 
Before the federal court they will 
seek to have the w rit continued to 
safeguard th eir client should Gov­ 
ernor Felker find against Thaw in 
the extradition hearing to be held a t 
Concord, probably on W ednesday. 
Jerom e will oppose the continuance 
of the w rit and insist on an im m e­ 
diate heeding, even though there is a 
possibility th a t Thaw m ay be 
re­ 
leased from custody.

W ashington, Sept. 16.—M ost of the 
knotty problem s in the w'ool and pa­ 
per schedules 
were disposed 
of by 
the house and senate conferees on 
the Dem ocratic tariff bill and a good 
sta rt w’as made 
on 
the 
sundries 
schedule. 
One of the im portant agreem ents 
occurred when the senate conferee 
receded from the am endm ent to free 
list the cheaper grades of w’oolen 
blankets and accepted the house par­ 
agraph m aking them dutiable at 25 
per cent ad valorem. 
The paragraph on 
woolen 
yarns 
was com prom ised by splitting alm ost 
equally the difference between the 
two houses, the house having voted 
a 20 per cent and the senate a 15 
per cent duty. 
A speech in support of the tariff 
was m ade in the senate by Senator 
Thom as of Colorado, a Dem ocratic 
m em ber of the tinance com m ittee.

had 
prepared 
his 
speech for delivery during the tariff 
debate, but was prevailed upon to 
withhold it so that passage of the 
bill m ight not be delayed. 
He warmly 
defended

sugar 
schedule and declared th at much of 
the agitation against free sugar by 
the beet sugar industry was based 
on a m isapprehension.

‘‘sw itched and spanked” his parent.

According to the police several g ar­ 
m ent workers wrho refused to join 
the strikers were attacked by about 
200 men and boys when they left 
their places of em ployment.

“W e will assuredly have a surplus of 
$7,000,000 to $10,000,000 a t the end of 
the year, due to tho parcel post, a con­ 
tinuing surplus for the future.” 
Iii those words Congressm an Lewis 
of M aryland answ ered a question as 
to w hether the new p ared post law' 
paid for itself. 
Mr. Lew is was m ak­ 
ing un extended and exhaustive speech 
on the subject of parcel post, a sub­ 
ject on which he is well qualified to 
speak, and he showed th a t in timo tho 
parcel would not only yield a hand­ 
some revenue, but would cover the de­ 
ficit which Is created by tim rural free 
delivery service and other mail. 
Ile 
believed th at careful handling of imr- 
cel post on rural routes m ight make 
th a t service self sustaining. 
Inquiries were mado as to w hether 
farm prod ne ta were m oving biy parcel 
post, it being a general com plaint that 
th u s far the parcel poet service had 
been largely from th© cities to the 
country. 
Lewis said th a t the farm ­ 
ers were gradually beginning to take 
advantage of tho sorvice, but there 
were certain troubles yet to overcome, 
such as containers for tile shipm ent of 
farm products. 


Penny Postage.
